The front reacted immediately to

MORALE REMAINS HIGH 


Lying flat behind a stone wall 
with a brigade commissar at my 
side, I watched as four shells fell in 
a row 20 yards in front of the cross 
roads and beyond four more fell 
about the same distance away. 

We had just lifted our heads 
when the whine of another batch of 
shells told us that a third battery 
had opened up. This lot, much 
closer, smothered us with dirt as 
‘a shell hit a wall 30 yards away. 

Around men, the men of the 
brigade, quite coolly, joked while up 
the road a staff officer was giving 
orders on resituating an artillery 
battery. 

The most favorable aspects of the 
situation have been the fine morale 
of the men and the fact that at no 
time has contact been lost with 
various service units. 

The resistance in the face of the 
tremendous odds is astonishing. In 
taking Valls, the Italian artillery 
hurled 7,000 shells against one hill. 
Yet when the infantry attempted to 
advance they were still prevented 
by machine gun fire from the hill. 


TWO MEN STOP BATTALION 


For an hour and a half two men 
with a gun held up a whole 
Italian battalion, decimating two 
companies. And even then they 
got away, gun and all.

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Socialists Join

Line Up with President’s

HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 15. — 
While the people of Connecticut 
rallied to defend their progressive 
gains from attacks of the new ad- 
ministration, Connecticut's Social- 
ists in the Senate and House, fol- 
lowers of the Bridgeport Mayor 
Jasper McLevy, virtually sealed 
their alliance with the forces of 
Republican Governor Raymond E. 
Baldwin. 5 

The latest act of the Socialists, 
to the great disappointment to the 
many who supported McLevy for 
Governor, and now a subject of 
wide discussion in the state, was 
their lineup with the Republicans 
last Thursday against the resolu- 
tion calling upon Connecticut 

to vote for the 
amount President Roosevelt asked 
for WPA. 

Both in the House and Senate 
the resolutions were offered by la- 


bor representatiy who were 
elected as Baal New Deal- 


ers. 

Ironically, as the Socialists 
cleared the last doubt on their al- 
liance with the Republicans, Con- 
necticut labor of the CIO and A. 
of L. a large number of 
churches, many civic, social wel- 
fare, Negro, youth and women 
groups, to a total of 118 organiza- 
tions from 40 cities, met yesterday 
in the Hall of the House upon a 
wide progressive legislative pro- 
gram for the state. This was the 
Third Annual Conference on So- 
cial and Labor legislation. 

More than 350 delegates defied 
difficult traveling conditions 
caused by the heavy snow-fall to 
get to the Capitol, fully aware 
that their past legislative gains 
are seriously endangered, but the 
Socialists were conspicuous by their 
absence. 

MeLevys latest evidence of 
“good faith” to the G.O.P. came

zi . zat Chamberlain Plotted 
With Mussolini in Rome 


— You can be sure that Chamberlain, back 
I ondon, is already studying the time- 
bl. for a return trip to Rome. 
The extreme cordiality between the Brit- 
th Tory Premier and Mussolini belies the 
jon Foreign Office stories, liberally dis- 
i by the press associations here, about 
amberlain’s “stiffening” attitude. 
A careful evaluation of what was actually 
e at Rome shows the following: Despite 
culties confronting them, Chamberlain 
| Mussolini extended the fascist front 
Spain; they gave encouragement to 
in France to work for concessions 
; and by both the move against 
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Latin America, to the j injury * the United 
States. 

The Rome visit was an episode—a very 
important one — in the continuation of the 
Munich policy. If Chamberlain did not finish 
his Mediterranean Munich project while in 
Rome, he certainly began the process. But 
he initiated his second Munich treachery un- 
der far different conditions than when he 
“appeased” Hitler. 

Primarily the people of Loyalist Spain, 
facing the greatest odds, are battling stub- 
bornly against ths “Chamberlain offensive,“ 
as Mussolini’s present military attack is 
known in Spain. A France alert to the threat 
to its national security, stirred by a strength- 
ened Popular Front, is crimping Chamber- 
lain’s style. The healthy suspicion of the 
British people also is making it harder for 
Chamberlain to rush the job. Blocking Cham- 
berlain’s direct road was the huge obstacle of 
President Roosevelt's message to Congress 
which aroused the peaples, especially in the 
U. S., France and Great Britain. 

But Chamberlain, who put the halo of 
peace over the head of war-fomentor Mus- 
solini, indicated to Italian fascism now to’ 
push the second Munich to consummation. 
“Tt is believed,” wrote Webb Miller from 
Rome, “if the Spanish war ends in a rebel 
victory, British-Italian contacts would be re- 
sumed.” 

In short, Chamberlain pointed the way for 
Mussolini to facilitate the British Tories’ 
“appeasement” policy, and by so doing he em- 
phasized the direct threat te the United 
States in the second Munich treachery. A 
fascist victory in Spain, urged by Chamber- 
lain, would intensify fascist encirclement at- 
tempts against the Western Hemisphere by 
way of Spanish territory and islands and 
Spanish contacts in Latin America. 

And the reactionary American press oc- 
commodated the British Tories in trying to 
rehabilitate Chamberlain as a “pilgrim of 
peace,“ when actually the Tory Premier was 
pursuing the Munich line which so thorough- 
ly disgusted thé American people. 

Chamberlain’s continued treachery, this 
time in the face of new conditions and for 
further aims favorable to the Rome-Berlin 
axis, becomes a greater menace to world 
peace generally and to American security di- 
rectly.

The indictment of nine persons charged 
with successfully perjuring their way on to 
the grand jury rolls in Brooklyn, with one 
of them already self-confessed, is another 
example of the corruption and reaction which 
has characterized law enforcement in Kings 
County. It follows the “mysterious” disap- 
pearance of the court records, and the recent 
uncovering of the doctored and suppressed 
report on probation law agency, all, obvious- 
ly, done to hide Brooklyn’s sinister “powers 
that be.” 

But the high—or rather, low—point of 
the latest revelation, is that the record shows 
that one of the indicted perjurors had 
the recommendation of District Attorney 
Geoghan. And that is the core of the thing. 
That is, Mr. Geoghan has been one of the 
main pins in Brooklyn’s “Tammany” ma- 
chine, and his administration has been 


viciously reactionary, and brutally anti-labor. * 


He was the moving force of those notorious 
Kings County grand juries, which repeatedly 


handed down disgraceful presentments . 


against the Workers Alliance and against 
the trade unions in general. 

Crime and reaction go together. So it is 
not surprising to find grand juries which did 
the bidding of the open shoppers littered 
with underworld specime It is to be 
hoped that the investigation by Assistant 
Attorney General Harlan Amen, will continue 
into the deepest cesspools of corruption in 
Brooklyn law enforcement; and this, of 
course, means that it will reach the topmost 
big shots. Simyltaneously, labor and the 
people of Brooklyn should be organizing the 
broadest unity for the most far-reaching 
remedy: the defeat of the reactionaries and 
the victory of candidates who stand for civic 


progress.

Tory Demagogy 
„ There is scarcely a more important social 
achievement upon the statute books in New 
York State than the Unemployment In- 
surance Law. And yet, because of its out- 
rageously bad administration and limited 
scope, workers view this law with an awe 
and ‘dread bordering somewhat on mysti- 
fication. Miles of red tape clog its complex 
operation; its provisions need expansion, 
both of which faults seriously impair the 
social security purpose for which the meas- 
ure was enacted under Gov. Lehman’s ad- 
ministration. Obviously, these weaknesses 
need immediate correction, not study and 
more delay, but immediate correction at this 
session of the legislature. 

However, the hue and cry for “amend- 
ment” and “correction” now being raised 
by the reactionaries is just as false as it is 
loud, or even more so. The intention of such 
as the demagogic New York Herald Tribune 
is to wipe out the law altogether, under cover 
of this demagogic hue and cry. And for this 
purpose, the open-shoppers, who never 
wanted the law in the first place, are placing 
as the “foremost trouble” with the adminis- 
tration of the measure the alleged chiselling 
of workers. They use the same demagogy to 
wipe out relief and WPA for all the needy. 
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» A profusion of anti-Soviet slanders is 
again filling the international atmosphere. 
However drastic the decline in Made-in-Ger- 
many gdods on thé world markets, there is 
no slump in the export of anti-Soviet carards.

Hitler, actually, is muttering about Soviet “weak- 
ness and collapse” to cover up the deep-growing crisis 
of German fascism. When has Hitler bided his time 
in face of a “weak” and “collapsing” foe? 

Now the Trotzkyites, and similar supporters of the 
fascist anti-Soviet slanders justify Hitler by scurrilous 
propaganda of a “rapproachment” between fascist 
Germany and the Soviet Union. The emptiest in- 
nuendo, the most deliberate distortion of the facts, and 
the stupidest inventions compose these “arguments.” 
Ludwig Lore, for instance, pursuing this line resorted 
to outright lies about “increased” foreign trade between 
Germany and the USSR., when the Tory Econon:ist 
of London has just admitted an unprecedented drop in 
such commerce. M. W. Fodor, Chicago Daily News 
Central Buropean correspondent in the Jan. 9 issue 
of his paper said of such maneuvers: “This effort 
failed.” Eugene Lyons, the New York Social Democrat 
New Leader anti-Soviet expert, another exponent of 
this filth, declares that the Soviet Union is so “weak” 
it will never let the Nazis touch one inch of Soviet soil. 

And this version of Hitlers own slanderous excuse 
for moving Westward instead of Eastward is intended 
to prevent closer cooperation between the Soviet Union 
and the United States.

THE ORIGIN AND EVOLUTION 
OF THE MONROE DOCTRINE 


QUESTION: My impression has always been that 
the Monroe Doctrine was at all times the policy of 
budding American imperialism and did not have to 
wait until the 20th century to become imperialistic. 
Will you please analyze and clarify this conception in 
the light of Earl Browder's article Concerning Amer- 
ican Revolutionary Traditions,” in the December, 1938, 
Communist? (J. L., Brooklyn, N. 1) 

Comrade Browder dealt specifically with the trans- 
formations undergone by the Monroe Doctrine and 
their causes: 

“Both the Monroe Doctrine and the Open Door

This period was marked by the sympathy and ac- 
tive support of the United States to the revolutionary, 
national Nberaticn movements of Latin America.

However, the Monroe Doctrine was even then m- 
vested with a “predatory capitalist element,” as Com- 
rade Foster points out in the olted article: te 

“The bankers and shipowners of the time looked 
with covetous eyes upon the vast markets of Latin 
America, and the slave-owning planters and land 
speculators hoped to conquer Brazil and Mexico: 
(They seized half of Mexico's territory in 1848.)” 

We must distinguish between this “predatory cap- 
italist element” and imperialism. At that time the 
main interest of United States capitalism lay in de- 
veloping home resources. It reached out weakly and 
sporadically, unlike the main trend of finance capital, 
which is toward outward expansion.

Despite the overproduction of 
fairies (old style) which infest 
Tolanthe, the work remains casual 
in conception. It lacks the charm- 
ing illusion of “Mikado,” or the 
saucy verve of “Pinafore.” The un- 
equal score is dispassionate, and the 
libretto is a lumbering admixture 
of “Peers and Peris.” One finds one- 
self impatiently awaiting the next 
bit of song, and then on receiving 
it, not quite sufficiently rewarded 
for one’s anticipation. 

Iolanthe is fifty-six years old, and 
unlike its elfin personnel, it has 
aged, The strictures of 1882, while 
not entirely without pertinence, 
have today a limited vitality. It is 
not that the “Peers” have become 
less an object worthy of scorn. And 
certainly by transferring their 
treacherous activity to the privacy 
of Lady Astor's back-yard they de- 
mand closer watching. But Gilbert's 
treatment, daring though it might 
have been, was superficial, Ren- 


Trichinosis is caused by a small 
round worm known as the Trichi- 
nella spiralis, which frequently in- 
fests hogs. The worm coils in the 
hog muscle (pork) and, if not killed 
in cooking, enter the human body 
when the pork is eaten. As the 
worm matures, embryos are de- 
posited in the intestinal walls and 
migrate from there to other parts 
of the body. 

Symptoms of trichinosis are colic 
and diarrhea about a week after 
infection, followed by soreness and 
swelling of the various muscles of 
the body. Recovery is slow and 
death may sometimes result. 

The disease may partly be pre- 
vented by attempts to keep the hogs 
free from infection originally. The 
best safeguard for the housewife, 
however, is through cooking of all 
meats, especially pork (one half 
hour per pound). Salting or smok- 
ing the meat alone is not sufficient 
to kill the worms.
